Corporal Cape Relates Some 
of His Experiences on 
Firing Lines 


"I have seen a six-mule team and 
gun disappear in the mud,” said Cor- 
rnral Cape, who is hero recruiting for 
the British arm y, today while d isc u ss­ 
ing conditions on the war fronts in 
winter. 
“ This, 
of 
course, happens 
only when a team 
hauling 
artillery 
runs into a hole m ade by a German 
shell. 
It is a common occurrence for 
a man to get stuck in the mud and 
have to he assisted in getting out.” 
Cape w'as on tile fighting lines for a 
year before he received any wounds. 
In January. 191B, lie was wounded iii 
the lungs at M essine Ridge and while 
being carried from 
the 
field in a 
stretcher was wounded in the leg by a 
bullet from a sharp-shooter secreted 
in a tree. 
"T h e sharp-shooters hide in trees 
and paint protecting sacks of sand and 
their faces green so that they cannot 
he seen,” said Cape. 
“ From 
their 
points of safety they pick off our boys 
who are sent to the battlefields to c a r­ 
ry off the wounded. 
I have seen hun­ 
dreds of our soldiers on the battlefield 
with their brains knocked out, the r e ­ 
sult

Germ ans 
working 
through 
fields of wounded men. They absolute­ 
ly showed no mercy. 
Whenever they 
come across a wounded 
man 
they 
would club him to death. 
" A few months after I was wounded 
tile division with which I was identi­ 
fied captured 800 Germans, and G er­ 
man artillery w as turned on them to 
force them back to their own lines. 
All but 
fifty of tile SHO men

“The standard weight of a barrel 
of flour is 196 pounds, and the baker, 
retailer or consum er who purchases a

weight. 
It is uniform ly sold at so 
much per barrel on delivery at point 
of destination, Johnson says, and if 
there is a variance of four pounds per 
barrel on I odd barrels the purchaser 
has to pay for 4000 (founds of flour he 
doesn't get.
